This agreenent is made and entered into 
between : 

The United States of America, 
hereinafter referred to as "The Government" 

and #)SroA/F y- 

Munich, Bavaria, 

hereinafter referred to as "The Agent" 



1 . The undersigned agent undertakes and agrees hereby to perform such duties 
and services on behalf of the United States of America as may be assigned to him 
by officials of the United States of America. These services will be of a 
confidential nature. The agent will devote his tine and energy to these duties to 
the exclusion of any other gainful employment, unless such additional employment is w 
specifically authorized by the Government. 

2. As compensation for the above-mentioned services, the Government agrees 
to nay the agent the sum of one thousand and no/100 Deutsche Marks (D.M. 1,000.00) 
per month. 

3* In the conduct of these confidential activities, the agent agrees to be 
bound by the directions and instructions of the Government and shall submit all 
required reoorts, information, financial statements, accounts, or receipts 
promptly at the time and dace required. 

4* The agent will receive no benefits, emoluments, gratuities or compensation 
not specifically authorized by this agreenent. The granting or giving of any benefit 
or thing of value in excess of this agreement shall not be deemed a waiver of this 
provision, but rather an individual gift in appreciation of exceptionally meritorious 
service. 

5m The agent will be reimbursed for all transportation costs or other expenses 
which are authorized and necessarily incurred in connection with duties assigned to 
the agent. The determination of the Government shall be final as to what is 
necessary or authorized as an expense and the degree of accounting required. 

6. The relationship between the Government and the agent is one of mutual 
trust and confidence and the agent shall not be considered an employee of the 
Government. No annual or sick leave shall accrue to the agent, but sick leave or 
vacations may be granted by the Government so long as such absencos do not interfere 
with the performance of the agent's duties. 

7. Because of the mutual trust and confidence which each party places in the 
other, the secrecy of all aspects of this agreement must forever remain a condition 
precedent to its validity. The agent hereby promises and vows to forever hold 
secret the fact of his agency and any and all information acquired thereby or 
related thereto. Any violation of this oath of secrecy will automatically 
terminate this agreement and render the agent liable to criminal prosecution.. 

8. This agreement may be terminated at any time by either party without cause, 
either by the Government giving 30-day notice to the agent or the agent giving a 60-day 
notice to the Government. It may be terminated for cause, without notice, in the event 
of any major breach of the agreement by the agent. No termination nay be effected by 
the agent until he has previously accounted for all funds, supplies or other assets held 
by him as a result of the agency, and he lias physically returned to the Government all 
assets, property, material or documents, including all personnel, contacts and information 
to whomever the Government may designate to receive them. 




9. This agreement shall commence on the 1st day of July 1954 and continue 
for a period of one year, subject to renewal by the consent of both parties 
from year to year thereafter. 



10. Regardless of how this agreement may be terminated, or what manner of 
duress or force may be applied to the agont, the oath of secrecy shall be 
binding for the rest of his life, unless released therefrom by the Government.
